C OUNCIL TO INDICATE RES­ 
IGNATION OF HUNGAR­

PARIS, Aug. 23.— Although it ex­ 
pects such news within a few days. 
the supreme council of the peace 
conference has not been advised of 
anything indicating the 
resignation 
of Archduke Joseph, as head of the 
Hungarian government. The repara­ 
tions committee of the conference 
has drafted a note which the su­ 
preme council will probably send to 
Rumania im mediately, warning that 
government that reparations under 
German and Austrian treaties will 
be enttirely cut off if the Rumanians 
continue to make reauisitions, and 
that all requisitions already made 
will be deducted from Rumania’s 
share in Austrian indemnity. Ru­ 
manian soldiers still continue 
to 
sieze foodstuffs and farm machinery 
in Hungary.
